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Apology Act kicks 
in starting Oct. l 

legislation Saying “sorry” 
in Nova Scotia will no 
longer cariy liability rami¬ 
fications. 

The Apology Act, passed 
in fall 2008, comes into ef¬ 
fect Oct. 1. 

The legislation broadly 
defines apology and states 
that an apology can not be 
used as evidence in legal 
proceedings to establish 
fault or liability, although 
fault may still be proven 
through other evidence. 

Justice Minister Ross 
Landry says the act is sig¬ 
nificant for health-care 
providers who will now be 
able to express remorse to 
families, following an ad¬ 
verse event, without put¬ 
ting themselves in legal 
jeopardy.

Premier Dexter feeling confident with his house majority

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Nova Scotia MLAs may ac¬ 
tually have time to wear a 
groove in their seats for a 
change this fall. 

The provincial legisla¬ 
ture sat only 39 days last 
year and just 40 in 2007. 
But new Premier Darrell 
Dexter said things would 
be different once the new 
sitting of the house of as¬ 
sembly begins tomorrow. 

“I don’t think we’ll have 
to woriy much about that 
this time,” Dexter told 


Metro at the prospects of 
another 17-day fall session 
like in 2008 under then 
premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald. 

“There will be both a 
budget package and a leg¬ 
islative package that will 
be able to maintain the at¬ 
tention of the house.” 

This sitting of the legisla¬ 
ture marks not only the 
first NDP government in 
the province’s histoiy, but 
also the first majority gov¬ 
ernment in six years. 

Dexter said having a ma¬ 
jority should make it easi¬ 
er for his party to move on 


its plans for the province. 

“When you get into mi¬ 
nority governments where 
the life of the government 
is at stake in eveiy budget 
deliberation then yeah, it 
becomes more difficult,” 
he said. 

“In some respects we 
have an advantage here 
that the MacDonald gov¬ 
ernment didn’t have.” 

The NDP is expected to 
make use of that advan¬ 
tage right off the bat, as 
they introduce a budget 
with a $590-million deficit. 
It’s essentially the same 
budget the Tories intro¬ 


duced in the spring. The 
challenge for the NDP is to 
honour spending commit¬ 
ments by the Progressive 
Conservatives while work¬ 
ing to balance the budget 
next year, as promised in 
the election campaign. 

The Tories are in the 
awkward situation of dy¬ 
ing to distance themselves 
from the deficit of a budg¬ 
et they basically wrote. 

The Liberals, meanwhile, 
should enjoy their new po¬ 
sition as official opposition 
after being the third-place 
party the past couple sit¬ 
tings. 


politics City hall is 
turning on its taps, and 
putting a cap on bottled 
water, thanks to a move 
made yesterday by Halifax 
Regional Municipality’s 
elected officials. 

Fifteen city councillors 
voted for banning 
“purchase and distribution 
of bottled water” in the 
Grand Parade building, 
while only five were 
opposed to the motion 
brought forward by Coun. 
Jennifer Watts, who repre¬ 
sents the Connaught-Quin- 
pool district. The success¬ 
ful vote means HRM joins 
69 municipalities in eight 
provinces and one territo- 
ly that have done the 
same, supporting a 2009 
resolution from the Feder¬ 
ation of Canadian Munici¬ 
palities recommending 
bottled water be phased 
out of city facilities, an 
Ecology Action Centre 
news release says. 

“I think that this motion 
is putting HRM back on 
the track to being a leader 
in... sustainability,” Watts 
said before a lengthy 
debate last night. 

Coun. Reg Rankin (Tim- 
berlea-Prospect) agreed it’s 
“certainly the right thing 
to do,” but Coun. Bariy 
Dalrymple (Waverley-Fall 
River-Beaver Bank) said he 
couldn’t support the mo¬ 
tion because “bottled wa¬ 
ter is the only source of 
water for 80 per cent of 
my district.” 

City staff said HRM 
spends $20,000 yearly on 
bottled water. The bottles 
won’t be banned at other 
municipal facilities until 
water testing is 
completed.

Homework guidelines to clarify load 

School board recognizes time outside of school hours can be busy for families 


“In any given year, issues about 
homework come up, whether it’s too 
little, too much — there are arguments on 
both sides of that." 

Geoff Cainen, Halifax regional school board 
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Principals, teachers, 
parents and students 
should be “working from 
the same page” when it 
comes to how much home¬ 
work is the right amount of 
homework, the city’s 
school board says. 

Geoff Cainen, program di¬ 
rector for Halifax regional 
school board, said yesterday 
new guidelines posted on¬ 
line earlier this month by 


the Education Department 
should ensure more consis¬ 
tency and less variance in 
how much homework is as¬ 
signed by teachers. But he al¬ 
so pointed out they aren’t 
policy — they’re simply sug¬ 
gestions to encourage suc¬ 
cess both inside and outside 
of classrooms. 

“It’s recognizing that both 
families and students are ex¬ 
ceptionally busy outside of 
school time and trying to 
take that into consideration 
when we plan activities for 
them,” Cainen said of why 


the Halifax area school 
board has helped develop 
them over the past year and 
a half or so. 

Education Department 
spokesman Peter McLaugh¬ 
lin said traditionally school 
boards have had their own 


policies, with no consistency 
across the province. The 
new guidelines, available for 
various grade levels and 
posted to the department’s 
website at ednest.ns.ca, are 
intended to serve as bench¬ 
marks, he said. 


They suggest, for example, 
that 20 to 30 minutes a day 
is an appropriate maximum 
for students in Grade 4, 
while two hours of home¬ 
work often works for Grade 
11 and 12 students. 

“We rely on the boards 
and schools and the teachers 
themselves to make judg¬ 
ment calls on the level of 
homework,” McLaughlin 
said, adding the idea is for it 
to be done in moderation. 
“These (guidelines) we think 
will be helpful.” 

But McLaughlin said he 


expects there to be an ongo¬ 
ing debate about homework. 

Cainen agreed that “in 
any given year, issues about 
homework come up, 
whether it’s too little, too 
much — there are argu¬ 
ments on both sides of that.” 

Halifax regional school 
board is still working on 
how it’s going to distribute 
the guidelines to schools and 
families, he said, which will 
be an added cost on top of 
an already tight budget.

Workshop offers tricks for 
spotting counterfeit clues

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Trying to tell real products 
from the knockoffs could 
be a fun game for some, 
except that it represents 
billions of dollars of illegal 
trade every year. 

A table of real goods and 
their illegal counterparts 
was laid out yesterday at 
the Canadian Anti-Coun¬ 
terfeiting Network work¬ 
shop at the Marriott Hotel 
in Halifax. Educating peo¬ 
ple on how to tell the dif¬ 
ference — low-quality 
printing, spelling mis¬ 
takes on packaging — is a 
big part of what the group 
does. 

“Awareness is probably 
the key to everything,” 
said CACN chair Brian 
Isaac. “There’s been an ex¬ 
plosion in the last 10 or so 
years ... the types of prod¬ 
ucts that were being coun¬ 
terfeited changed. So it 
went from the typical 
watches and hats to really 
anything and everything.” 

Combined with a more 
globalized trade market, 
counterfeiting has been 
on the rise and harder to 
stop, Isaac said. But one at¬ 
tempt is the CACN’s 2009 
Reality Tour, a cross-Cana¬ 


da initiative to teach peo¬ 
ple to look out for fake 
goods. 

The group is made up of 
rights holders, law firms, 
investigation firms and 
others with a stake in 
fighting counterfeiting. 
They’re also involved in

The NSP program includes 
10 major retailers through¬ 
out the province. Between 
Sept. 15 and Nov. 30, people 
can save $3 off the price of a 
multi-pack of six or more En¬ 
ergy Star qualified CFL bulbs 
and $4 off packs of qualified 
specialty bulbs at over 130 
retailers across Nova Scotia. 

The announcement was 


made yesterday at The 
Home Depot in Clayton 
Park. Other retailers partici¬ 
pating include Canadian 
Tire, Costco, Home Hard¬ 
ware, Kent, Rona, Sears, 
Walmart Canada, Zellers 
and select TIM-BR Mart loca¬ 
tions. 

Judy McMullen, executive 
director of Clean Nova Sco¬ 
tia, said in the release if each 
of the 12 million households 
in Canada switched one bulb 
from a 60-watt incandescent 
bulb to a 13-watt CFL, it 
could save up to $73 million 
a year in energy costs.

Both sides cited in probe of Gaza conflict 


Man kills intruder 
with sword 

Baltimore A Johns Hopkins 
University student armed 
with a samurai sword killed 
a suspected burglar in a 
garage behind his off-cam¬ 
pus home early yesterday, 
hours after someone broke 
in and stole electronics. 

Some shocked 
neighbours said they heard 
bloodcurdling screams in 
an area just blocks from 
the university. Police held 
the student, a junior chem- 
istiy major who turns 21 
on Sunday, for several 
hours, but no charges were 
filed by early afternoon, 
said Baltimore police 
spokesman Anthony 
Guglielmi. Around 1:20 
a.m., the student heard 
noises behind the home 
and noticed a door to the 
garage was open, Guglielmi 
said. He grabbed the sword 
and confronted the intrud¬ 
er, who was crouching be¬ 
neath a counter.

A UN investigation 
concluded yesterday that 
both sides in the Israeli- 
Palestinian conflict in 
Gaza committed war 
crimes and possible 
crimes against humanity, 
raising the prospect that 
officials may seek prosecu¬ 
tion in the International 
Criminal Court. 

The probe led by former 
South African judge 
Richard Goldstone conclud¬ 
ed that “Israel committed 
actions amounting to war 
crimes, possibly crimes 
against humanity,” during 
its Dec. 27 to Jan. 18 mili- 
taiy operations against 
Palestinian rocket squads in 
the Gaza Strip. 

In a 575-page report, 
Goldstone and three investi¬ 
gators also found evidence 
“that Palestinian armed 
groups committed war 


crimes, as well as possibly 
crimes against humanity.” 

Goldstone said the probe, 
which included interviews 
as well as a review of docu¬ 
ments, photos and 30 
videos, was completed yes¬ 
terday morning. 

“There should be no im¬ 
punity for international 
crimes that are committed,” 
said Goldstone, a veteran 
war crimes investigator 
who has served as chief 
prosecutor for the UN crim¬ 
inal tribunals for the for¬ 
mer Yugoslavia and Rwan¬ 
da. “It’s very important that 
justice should be done.” 

The report found seven 
incidents in which civilians 
were shot while leaving 
their homes trying to run 
for safety, waving white 
flags and sometimes even 
following Israeli instruc¬ 
tions, as well as the target¬ 


ing of a mosque at prayer 
time, killing 15 people, 
were also war crimes. 

A “direct and intentional 
attack” on the A1 Quds Hos¬ 
pital and an adjacent ambu¬ 
lance depot in Gaza City 
“may constitute war 
crimes,” the report said. 

On the Palestinian side, 
the report found armed 
groups firing rockets into 
southern Israel from Gaza 
failed to distinguish be¬ 
tween militaiy targets and 
the civilian population.

This time they’re taking it 
straight to Canada’s engine 
of economic growth, that 
driver of the petro-loonie, 


the oilsands. 

This week, just in time for 
today’s meeting between 
Stephen Harper and U.S. 
President Barack Obama, 
Greenpeace issued a report 
called Dirty — How The 
Tarsands Are Fuelling Glob¬ 
al Climate Change, which 
claims the oilsands produce 
more greenhouse gases 
than some countries. And as 
an added distraction, ac¬ 
tivists chained themselves 
to a giant dump truck yes¬ 
terday at Shell’s Albian 
Sands site in northern Alber¬ 
ta. 

First National Geographic, 
now Greenpeace. The oil¬ 
sands’ image is so bad that 


one professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of Calgaiy thinks the Al¬ 
berta government should 
hire a PR firm to fight back 
in case all this bad publicity 
eventually hurts foreign in¬ 
vestment in Alberta, espe¬ 
cially from Europe, which 
has no seals left to club or 
oil to extract and is there¬ 
fore concentrating on ex¬ 
porting sanctimoniousness. 

Don’t get me wrong. I 
have a great deal of respect 
for Andrew Nildforulc, the 
great Canadian journalist 
who wrote the report, cer¬ 
tainly more than I have for 
fearless front-line eco-war- 
riors and their apparently 
endless supply of chains. 


And if you don’t think the 
oilsands have environmen¬ 
tal consequences, tell that to 
the 1,600 dead ducks who 
went for their last swim in a 
Syncrude tailings pond last 
spring. 

But while it makes a good 
headline, the countries cited 
by Nikiforulc are Estonia 
and Lithuania, two industri¬ 
al micro-states, while Cana¬ 
da is one of the world’s 
largest — and by far its 
friendliest — supplier of en¬ 
ergy. So if Osama bin Laden 
declares himself king of the 
OPEC states, the oilsands 
will be there to keep the 
lights on, something both 
Europe and Greenpeace 


should meditate on when 
they can take a moment 
from all that declaring. 

For those who think it’s 
unfair or cynical to plead a 
geopolitical case, there’s al¬ 
ways the fact that coal-fired 
energy generation is far and 
away the largest producer of 
greenhouse gases, but for 
some reason, Greenpeace 
has failed to chain itself 
around a coal-fired generat¬ 
ing plant. That’s probably be¬ 
cause they can’t get into the 
U.S. thanks to the ceaseless 
vigilance of Homeland Secu¬ 
rity. 

Maybe Greenpeace should 
chain itself to the Nether¬ 
lands instead, which is one 


of the top five greenhouse 
gas producers on the planet, 
despite those picturesque 
windmills. Plus, unlike the 
U.S., it’s a real pushover, 
homeland security-wise. 

Greenpeace is certainly 
not likely to pick another 
fight with France, despite its 
addiction to nuclear power, 
an environmental non-non. 
As I recall, the last time 
Greenpeace tried to get in 
the way of l’epreuve nu- 
cleair, the French employed 
a memorably explosive 
brand of public relations.

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Air losses top post-9-11 levels

The airline industry says 
recent losses have been 
worse than what they 
were after the 9-11 terror¬ 
ist attacks, because of ris¬ 
ing fuel costs and lower 
revenues. 

The International Air 
Transport Association, a 
Montreal-based association 
of airlines, today painted a 
grim picture of an industry 
in crisis. 

CEO Giovanni Bisignani 
told a Washington news 
conference that expected 


losses in 2009 would be $2 
billion US more than previ¬ 
ously forecast. 

LATA predicts that the 
global airline industry will 
lose $11 billion in 2009, 
with an estimated loss of 
more than $6 billion in the 
first half alone. 

“The global economic 
storm may be abating, but 
airlines have not yet found 
safe harbor,” Bisignani 
said. “The crisis continues.” 

Bisignani said revenues 
this year will be $80 billion 
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US below 2008 levels. 

Passenger and cargo rev¬ 
enues are expected to fall 
in 2009, led by a 20 per cent 
drop in demand for busi¬ 
ness travel. Passenger traf¬ 


fic is also expected to de¬ 
cline by four per cent, and 
cargo by 24 per cent, for 
2009. 

LATA says the situation is 
being made worse by the 
rising cost of fuel.

“We are going to co-oper¬ 
ate with the police,” said 
spokesperson Frank 

Switzer, adding “there has 
yet to be any confirmation 
that anything involving a 
fake Facebook site” came 
from within the bank. A 
police superintendent in 


charge of the case declined 
comment yesterday. 

The police investigation 
coincides with another an 
ugly legal quarrel involv¬ 
ing the bank and William 
(Bill) Clarke, the 59-year- 
old former chief executive 
officer of Scotiabank Ja¬ 
maica.

When the deal concludes 
next month (barring any 
last minute hitches), it will 
end one of longest droughts 
in Canadian histoiy. 

No, not as long as the 
Toronto Maple Leaf 
drought, but still long by 
any other standard... 

The last time an au¬ 
tomaker was Canadian 
owned? 

Well you have to go back 
to those lovely disco years, 
in the mid-1970s, when 
American Malcolm Bricklin 
set up shop in Saint John, 
N.B., with millions of the 
province’s dollars, to build 
his mid-engine sports car. 

Numerous pseudo-Cana¬ 
dian car companies have 
dotted our landscape in the 
decades between 1930 and 
1970. But if you’re looking 
for a totally Canadian car 
company with any sub¬ 
stance and some name 
recognition, you have to go 
all the way back to 
McLaughlin, which was 
sold to GM in 1918. 

That’s why this Magna 
deal is such big news. 
Great news even. 

The basic deal looks like 
this: Magna and the Russ-

The key to its success 
then, appears to lie in Rus¬ 
sia, where low-cost produc¬ 
tion and a burgeoning mid¬ 
dle class beckon. GM has al¬ 
ready noted that Sherbanlc 
is just holding a place for 
Russian automaker GAZ, 
which needs a few months 
to get its act together to get 


in on this deal. 

Is that a global deal or 
what? 

But I think the most in¬ 
triguing aspect of it, for 
Canadians at least, is that 
this new entity can make 
and sell cars under the Opel 
name in Canada starting in 
the third quarter of 2012. 

It’s definitely a bummer 
that such cars couldn’t be 
sold in the U.S., a close and 
lucrative market if there 
ever was one. 

But Magna chief Frank 
Stronach is a smart man. 
He came to Canada as 
young man with just $200 
to his name, and built one 
of the largest manufactur¬ 
ing companies in the 
world. I’m guessing he’s got 
something figured out.

Without the Corolla, Toy¬ 
ota might not be where it 
is today — Number One 
worldwide. 

Since 1967, more than 
1,125,061 Corolla’s have 
been sold in Canada alone. 

Now in its 10th genera¬ 
tion, the Corolla is built in 
16 plants around the world 
including here in Canada in 
Cambridge, Ont., where the 
2010 model is rolling off 
the line. In fact, Cambridge 
is the second largest Corol¬ 
la plant on the planet. 

And Cambridge had a 
part of play in the design 
of this significant vehicle. 

It might not sound like 
much, but Canadian input 
included making sure the 
footwell pedal spacing 
could accommodate win¬ 
ter boots and that the door 
pockets could hold a vari¬ 
ety of sizes of ice scrapers. 

This extended to making 
sure the same pockets could 
accommodate personal 
electronics like cellphones 
and the larger PDAs used in 
North America. And, lastly, 
the door cupholders had to 
be big enough to hold a 
Tim’s or Slushie. 

There are four models 
starting with the base CE, 
the mid-trim level S, the 
near-luxury equipped LE 
and the sporty XRS. All but 
the XRS get a 1.8-litre, DO- 
HC inline four-cylinder 
producing 132 hp and 128

lb/ft of torque with a 
choice of a standard five- 
speed manual or optional 
four-speed automatic on 
the CE and S with the auto¬ 
matic standard on the LE. 

Tested here is the CE with 
automatic transmission 
with a fuel consumption rat¬ 
ing of 7.6L/100 1cm city and 
5.7L/100 1cm highway which 
equates to 37 mpg in the city 
and 50 mpg on the highway. 
The manual is marginally 
better at 7.5/5.6L/100 1cm 
city/highway. 

In common with most 
new cars there days, the 
2010 Corolla is much bigger 
in flesh than it looks on web¬ 
sites or in brochures. With 
an overall length of 4,540 
mm (178.7 in) and a wheel¬ 
base of 1,465 mm (102.4 in) 
the Corolla is well and truly 
pushing the outer limits as 
a “compact” car. 

Fuel economy was al¬ 
ready mentioned but the 
engine itself is a marvel of

technology with dual vari¬ 
able valve timing, fuel in¬ 
jection, direct ignition and 
even a fly-by-wire throttle 
system with intelligence. 
The latter looks at speed, 
fuel consumption and load 
and works out the best 
way to optimize power 
with efficiency while limit¬ 
ing emissions. 

Even though this is a 
base car, it doesn’t feel 
cheap. The cloth seats are 
comfy and supportive at 
the same time and large 
enough for ample-sized 
persons such as myself. 

The three-spolce steering 
wheel has both telescope 
and tilt; pretty good for a 
sub-$20,000 car. 

There is a difference be¬ 
tween an inexpensive car 
and a cheap car and buyers 
known the difference. 

It’s not so much a secret 
of Toyota’s success, but a 
core philosophy and why 
the Corolla remains so 
popular, not just here in 
Canada, but around the 
world.

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The enchanted life of Dan Brown

The mind of Dan Brown 
may be a cluster of codes 
but, in person, he is far 
from that — a smiling, 
sandy-haired man with 
the dimpled chin. 

After six years of letting 
his work do the talking, he 
is back with his new novel, 
The Lost Symbol, and to re¬ 
flect on how The Da Vinci 
Code changed him from 
unknown writer to a sym¬ 
bol in his own right. 

“I wouldn’t trade it for 
the world,” he says in an 
interview. “My life is much 
more multifaceted. My ex¬ 
periences have gotten to be 
much more interesting.” 

His publisher has or¬ 
dered a first printing of 
five million, oversized for 
virtually any writer except 
Brown, whose sales for 
The Da Vinci Code top 40 
million. 

Like its predecessor, The 
Lost Symbol — now in 
stores — is a thriller, puz¬ 
zler, research paper and 
travelogue. Protagonist 
Robert Langdon returns 
from his European adven¬ 
tures to Washington, D.C., 
and is caught up in a fate¬ 
ful race against a murder¬ 
ous villain to find a hidden

code that supposedly un¬ 
earths a secret to limitless 
knowledge and power. 

Langdon hurries about 
from the Library of Con¬ 
gress to the National 
Archives to the Washing¬ 
ton Monument, a capsule 
of the journeys Brown 
took in working on the 
novel, travelling first class 
all the way with personal 
tours of the Library of Con¬ 
gress and other buildings. 

The new book is centred 
on the Freemasons, the se¬ 
cretive, centuries-old fra¬ 
ternity that has included 
George Washington and 
Teddy Roosevelt. He has 
great respect for the Ma¬ 
sons, especially for their 
policy of accepting people 
of all religious faiths. 

But like the backlash to 


The Da Vinci Code, he says 
he wouldn’t be surprised if 
someone gets angry. 

“There will be a lot said, 
not all of it will be nice,” 
he says. “And I’m just kind 
of used to it.” 

The Lost Symbol doesn’t 
name names, but with crit¬ 
icisms of waterboarding 
and religious intolerance, 


passages suggest the au¬ 
thor was not a fan of 
George W. Bush. 

“The people who have 
read the book have told 
me that the timing of the 
book seems preordained,” 
he says. “And they will cite 
... the president (Obama) 
and the change in atti¬ 
tudes toward religion.” 


“What I’m trying to 
what to do in this book is 
send a universal message,” 
he says, adding that while 
writing The Lost Symbol, 
he came to realize “we’re 
entering a time where 
prejudice, prejudice of reli¬ 
gion in particular, will 
start to evaporate.”
